All this was pointed out on this page .in De- 
-cember, 1907. It was perhaps too much to expect

It is custonary with some residents of Edmonton 
and the Far West generally, to sigh for conditions 
“as they are in the East.” Theatres, “such as we 
have at home,” “the comforts,”—‘Oh, and you 
know, the hotel accommodation.” No longer can 
this plaint be raised in so far at least as the last- 
named is concerned, for when the new wing of 
the King Edward Hotel was thrown open to the 
public Mr. McCullough provided for the travelling 
public a hostelry which so far as genuine comfort 
and delightful appointments, without any ostenta- 
tion, is concerned, is not surpassed in the case of 
more than one or two hotels in Canada. Indeed, 
I go farther than that, and without hesitation pro- 
nounce the King Edward the equal in these respects 
of any I know. 

The other morning I made a tour of the new 
quarters, beginning in the fine big rotunda with 
its great lounging arm-chairs, its beautiful lighting 
scheme, its hospitable and invitingly cosy fire-place, 
and the tip-to-the-minute offices, where besides the 
usual staff of assistants, are three young woimen in 
attendance to make matters pleasant for the women 
guests of the house, as well as to exett a refining 
influence on the general tone of the room at large. 

It is proposed to make this rotunda as accessible 
to the gentler sex, as are the rotunda lounges of such 
hotels as the King Edward in Toronto and the 
Royal Alexandra in Winnipeg.

The furniture here is particularly pleasing, being 
in egg-shell oak, with Spanish leather upholstering. 
This, against the cream and buff of the walls, and 
the softly-shaded Venetian glass lights, produces 
an admirable effect, while needless to say, the ser- 
vice is excellent, and everything is spotlessly dainty. 

Upstairs on all of the floors, the same refinement 
and excellent judgment are everywhere in evidence 
The halls are wide and airy, the stair-cases broad 
and casy to mount, Deep-piled carpets in artistic 
hue and pattern, are under one’s feet, the bed-rooms 
are high-ceilinged and beautifully home-like in their 
appointments, ‘The good taste of everything is a 
ventine treat. No taggledy-raggedy lace curtains at 
the windows; soft Madras, with quaint chintz inner 
ones to catry out the color scheme of the room. 
Softly-shaded lights, pretty rugs, solid brush-brass 
beds with box springs and Ostermoor mattresses, 
the great arm-chairs, chintz-covered and fairly 
yawning a welcome, writing tables, stationary wash- 
hasins, with thot and cold water, long-distance tele- 
phones in every room-—in short, everything that 
money could buy or good taste suggest, brought 
here to make the guests forget that they are away 
from their own roof-trees, or strangers just putting 
up for a short visit. :

“It has been my pood fortune, in the course 
of the past six months, to judge from personal ob- 
servation of the wonderful expansion taking’ place 
in Canada, of the vastness of its resources, agricul- 
tural and mineral, of the enterprise and energy 
of her people; and it is not surprising that British 
capital should be attracted to this Dominion, where 
there are such great opportunities for legitimate 
enterprise. It is to be hoped that where legitimate 
progress is so rapid speculation will not intervene 
to force the pace. Capital introduced injudiciously 
and without proper advice may act as prejudicially 
as the ill-directed immigration of those who are 
not fit or willing to undergo hard work or a rigorous 
climate,” 

One of the most important matters before the 
people of Alberta is that of chilled meat. [t is 
absolutely essential to the prosperity of the pro- 
vince, both in town and country, that the value 
of our flocks and herds should not only be main- 
tained but increased, and there never was a more 
opportune time than now to strengthen the hands 
of the farmer and stock raiser in the production of 
beef and mutton, 

It is roughly computed that the average price 
of first class beef for the last three years has been 
from 3 to 34% cents on foot, hardly a paying pro- 
position to the stockraiser, — The figure average 
would not be at all likely to go over 3% cents per Ib, 
This is a most unsatisfactory state of affairs when 
we consider our many and preat natural advantages, 

What seems to be mostly required is a stable 
and steady market for live stock the year round, 
This can only be obtained by cold storage and 
chilled meat exportation. By this latter method 
not only would the grower obtain a far better price 
for his beef cattle, but the markets would be steady 
and such as he could depend upon. — lt would be a 
fairly safe estimate to make, that good, well-fed 
cattle could be sustained in price at 5 cents per 
Ib. and would seldom if ever po below that mark. 
The difference between selling a pood 3 year old 
steer of, say 1,200 Ibs. weight, between 3 ents and 5 
cents per Ib. is $36 in one case, $60 in the other, a 
difference of $24, 

Counting the cost of rearing, attention and feed, 
three year old steers, sold at 3 cents per Ib, re- 
present in most cases a deficit, while if the same 
animals are sold at 4%, even, or § cents per Ibs, and 
over, they represent a healthy state of trade and are 
a source of profit to their owner who is encouraged 
to go on and bring others into the business. 

This extra money earned would not only bene- 
fit the producer, but would also be found circulat- 
ing in all branches of trade and would be a benefit 
to the whole community. 

If we allow our cattle business to drift away 
from us it means the rapid impoverishment of our 
land, and, later, an exodus of many of our farmers 
or stock raisers to other countries, We must, in 
reality, earnestly consider our future and the build- 
ing up of staple industries, and it seems criminal 
for us to allow our meat industry, which practically 
sustained and built Alberta in its early days, to go 
by the boards for the want of the exercise of a little 
common-sense and energy, 

‘These things should not all be left to the farmers 
who find it hard to get together and push things, 
who live out in the country at various distances 
from town and cannot get at it, But the matter 
should be taken up by our Boards of ‘I'rade, our 
merchants and btsiness men who will be the 
very first to feel the decadence of the stock indus- 
try, and who are bound to be sorry as times go on 
that they let it slip through their fingers, 

We have not space now to devote to a long 
argument in favor of a chilled meat industry, but 
all those in the know concede that it is our most 
feasible and most apparent remedy for our present 
method of running backwards to our own des- 
truction, 

In the more northern part of this province our 
farmers seem to be satisfied with boosting the pig 
industry, but equally, if not more important, is the 
sustaining of our cattle and sheep industries; and 
it is up to our legislators as well as our business 
men to vigorously take up this matter at once. Mr. 
W. H. White, M-P., for Victoria, last weele intro- 
diced a resolution which will bring the whole ques- 
tion before the House of Commons, ‘The decision 
which is arrived at will be awaited with no small 
amount of interest.

Under the direction of Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of 
Agriculture, a Short Course in Agriculture will be held at 


Lethbridge from February 8th to Feb. 19; 
Olds from February 21st to March 5th; 
Vegreville from March 7th to 19th, 1910. 


Instruction will be given in Livestock, Poultry Raising, Grain 
Raising and Dairying. 

Two cars of selected Live Stock will be used for. demonstra- 
tion purposes, and lectures given on the subjects of Breeding, 
Feeding, Care and Management of stock. 

Instruction in Poultry Raising will cover all phases of the 
subject with incubators and brooders in operation. Crate fatte- 
ning and marketirg will be specially demonstrated. 

The subject of Grain Raising will receive particular atten- 
tion, with emphasis on soil cultivation. Samples of grains, 
grasses and weeds will be used for illustrative purposes. 

Instruction in Dairying will cover the subject from the pro- 
duction of Milk to the marketing of the finished product, with 
general farm dairy machinery in operation. 

The Boards of Trade are endeavouring to secure reduced 
rates on the railways, and also reduced rates for board. Upon 
reaching the town, students will kindly report to the Board of 
Trade Office when they will be directed to lodging houses.

One .of the most remarkable: produc- 
tions.in the history of the drama took 
place in Paris last week. The des- 
patch to ithe New. York. Sun describing 
it.is well worth reproducing here. It 
is as follows: 


The cock has crowed at last. . Ros- 
tand’s masterpiece, “Chantecler,” was 
produced tonight wtih enormous. stuc- 
cess at the Porte St. Martin Theatre. 

The house was crowded to the 
Tt svas the most. brilliant 
premiere that Paris has ever seen. The 
women. were dessed as for a ball in 
Zorgeous costumes... They wore biz- 
arre coiffiures and superb jewels, — 

Every one «was ina perfect fever of 
excitement when the knock sounded 
for the curtain to rise. As it was 
about to be difted Coquelin rushed out 
from behind the scenes tn a dress- 
suit. Ordering: that the- cuntain re- 
main lowered, the delivered a prologue, 
which was delightfully witty.. The 
audience was filled with good humor 
and. when the curtain rose every one 
was prepared to enjoy the perform- 
anec, 

The first scene in a farmyard, was 
Wagons, 
flowérs, cats, a bird cage and a hen 
house were of such gigantic size that 
all the fowls represented looked to be 
only normal size, while the costumes 
were so exquisitely made that they ap- 
peared natural and. not grotesque. 
Their beaks were on the foreheads of 
the performers, so that their voices 
were not interfered with. 

There were white hens, gray hens, 
and a number of pigeons, and little 
chickens, all moving about and gos- 
siping, while a cat and a dog’ looked 
on 

The Chantecler was the main sub- 
ject of conversation, but upon his ap- 
pearance all, even the garrulous Black- 
bird, were reduced to silence, for the 
Cock is an imposing figure, dominating 
everything. His friend, the Dog tries 
to warn ‘him against his enemies, but 
Chantecler refuses to listen to him. 

He considers himself -all powerful. 
Does he not make the sun rise every 
day, and in a burst of enthusiasm he 
recites a hymn.to the sun, expatiating 
on its glories and his love of it. 

The house receives this with wproar- 
ious applause. A‘ shot is heard, and a 
pheasant falls to the ground. The 
Cock and Dog save her from the 
hounds. ‘Chantecler disapproves. of 
her, she is so unlike his gentle, com- 
plaisant hens.. She rejoices in her 
freedom and mocks his dignity, — 

Night falls and Chantecler sees all 
the inmates safe at rest before he re- 
tires. ne 


— 


The second scene, a. forest glade at 
midnight, is also very beautiful. The 
night birds, gathered in conclave, con- 
spire aganst Chantecler. Their ode to 
night is another-of the gems of the 
piece. At the first sign of the ap- 
proach of dawn they fly away and 
Chantecler and Pheasant enter, having 
a tryst. Chantecler bids Pheasant wait 
with him until daylight and see his 
wondrous work, She does so. He 
crows as the sun rises, and she, sub- 
jugated, nestles close to him. 

His share in the third act is in a 
garden. It is the “at home” day of 
Guinea Hen. A Blackbird acts as but- 
ler, annotincing the gtests sonorously. 
All the fighting cocks have been sum- 
moned to gather here-to kill Chantec- 
ler, who comes knowing their plan, 
They try to provoke him. One attacks 
him but only wounds himself, and 
Chantecler triumphs. This act savored 
so strongly of pantomime that it was 
impossible to take it seriously, al- 
though it contained many fine lines, 


The fourth act is in the depth of a 
forest. ‘I'he moonlght shines on giant 
toad-stools and huge vines of morning 
glories. Rabbits peep from their holes, 
frogs jump from a+ nearby pool and 
nightingales chant to the stars. Chant- 
ecler and the Pheasant enter together. 
She is now jealous of The Cock’s love 
for the stin and reproaches him bitter- 
ly. Then as she realizes that it is al- 
most dawn she determines to revenge 
herself. 

She tries to divert Chantecler, re- 
minding him of their former happiness 
and declaring ‘her great love. He lis- 
tens, forgets, and the sun rises without 
his help. Then she taunts him. Crush- 
ed and humbled, he turns to hide away, 
but The Dog, entering to see why he has 
not crowed, bids him act as if he had 
done so and return tto the barnyard 
crowing loudly. The Cock leaves the 
wood and the Pheasant, left alone, is 
about to fly away when a gigantic net 
enfolds her in its meshes. In vain she 
strugeles. Her days of freedom are 
over, but in the distance she hears 
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Cnaniecier crowing triumphantly as tne | CMEECCCE CE CCRC EEE GENE EEN 


curtain fails. ‘ 

Lasregarding any subtle philosophical 
meaning the audience iook the play as 
a tantasy pure and simple, and as such 
enjoyed it to the © utmost, © snouting, 
“Vive Rostand!’) “Bravo Guitry!” and 
other enthusiastic utterances at the end 
of the play. Ouside a atremendous 
crowd waited to hear the verdict. 


“Was -it good:” they asked — those 
coming out and anxiously awaited the 
reply, which was always in the affirm- 
ative. 

Among the distinguished audience 
were Alfred Capus, Jean Richepin, 
Paul Adam, Rejane and Baron Roth- 
schild. Mme. Rostand and her two 
sons were in a box. They were ap- 
parently delighted by the enthusiasm. 


Behind the scenes after the first act 
there was a wild scene of joy. Ros- 


tand. was almost in tears as the com-, 


pany congraiulated him. Every one 
had feared a failure, which indeed at 
times very nearly threatened to come 
owing to the lact of action in the piece. 


The Youth’s Companion has. this 
interesting bit of comment: 

The president of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, in an address before the Mu- 
sic Teachers’ National Association in 
Chicago the other day, said that: the 
American people are musical barbari- 
ans, and- that the funotion of the mu- 
sician is to civilize them. 


The statement is extravagant in 
form, but is not untrue. It is probably 
true also that the English, the French, 
the German, the Russian, and every 
other nation, itaking them as a whole, 
are musical savages. Knowledge of 
the best~ music and. appreciation of. it 
is confined, in every country, to the few 
who have the opportunity and the 
money to become familiar with it. 

But Americans are not so. barbarous 
musically as they were a- generation 
ago. Chicago, Pittsburg, New York, 
Kosion and other. cities have long 
maintained first-class musical organiza- 
tions, and their concerts and operas 
have educated and entertained a great 
army of men and women who do mis- 
sionary work for good music when- 
ever the subject is discussed, 


Another musical educator of wider in 
fluence than the orchestras and: sing- 
ing societies is the mechanical piano- 
player. This device make it. possible 
for any person with a fondness for mu- 
sic ito play in his own home the master- 
pieces of the best composers. Composi- 
tions which a _ professional musician 
cannot learn to execute on a piano with- 
out long and tedious practice, can be 
played with marvelous expression by a 
tyro after an hour’s practice on the 
mechanical player.
